I suspect that the SP-600 you have was one of a group of three 


receivers, a master oscillator (Northern Radio), a combiner and 
a sideband converter all in a cabinet (rack & panel) for a triple 


diversity receiving set-up. 


The U.S. Armed Forces Network used relay stations to send the 
broadcasts to various areas of the world. 


I owned a sideband adapter, a Crosby Sideband adapter, but let 
it get away from me when I moved. I have been sorry ever since. 
It was part of the system. 


The Northern Radio master oscillator tuning dial was the same as 

the one on the BC-221, the oscillator in an oven and three stages 

of tuned radio frequency individually tuned with three output UHF 
connectors to send the "front end mixing oscillator" signal to each 
of the three receivers so that the front end mixing signal would have 
the exactly same frequency and PHASE, otherwise the music 

would sound horrible. There was also a crystal oscillator beat 
frequency oscillator which supplied the exact same frequency and 
phase for demodulation. It had three output UHF connectors for 
connection to the three receivers. 


The Crosby Sideband Adapter had two Western Electric crystal 

lattice sideband filters of 6 khz bandwidth (for broadcast music, etc.) 
One filter for each sideband. If one sideband had an interefering 
heterodyne, the operator could switch to the other sideband. 

It had a 20 cycle carrier filter (four 100 kc crystals slightly stagger 
tuned). With Automatic Frequency Control, the system would stay 

on tune.

In Vol 4 of Stubbs' Electrical Encyclopaedia I have just read about 
SINGLE SPAN TUNING, which is superhet but with NO tuning of the aerial 
(signal frequency) circuit. 

The advantage claimed is that by tuning only the local oscillator 
(needing only a single-gang VC and no aligning), you can tune from 200 


to 2000 metres without a wavechange switch. 


(Happy coincidence that requires a maximum to minimum capacity ratio of 
only 3.14..... ) 


(I think you can calculate the IF without further info.) 

Has anyone USED such a circuit? 

Finally, does anyone have any clues as to the DATE of Stubbs'

After patching the burning bandswitch and cleaning up the debirs, I 
mentioned measuring the leakage with my trusty TO-4. Well, a Sprague TO-4 
applies high voltage to something and measures the current. The lowest 
range is 6 mA full scale. It looked fine to me.... 


So I turned the SX-42 on Saturday morning. It worked, but bands 1 and 2 
were very insensitive and there was odd lumpy crackly noise, even with the 
antenna shorted. This was soon isolated to the second RF tube. In this 
design, the first RF tube is not used for bands 1 and 2. The noise was 
reduced when going to band three and sensitivity improved. 


Long story short, the grid bias on the second RF tube was running about +3 
volts. It also had way too much screen current (dropped the screen to 90 v 
instead of 175v). When going to band 3, the grid is driven by the first RF 
tube and this leakage is less important. Turns out that the Halli design 
puts the grid connection on one side of the wafer and the plate connection 
(at about 250v) on the other side. Problem with this is that there are 
these rivets that attach the contacts going from one side to the other, and 
the clearance of the rivet heads is miniscule. I was getting a few 


microamps leakage in at least two wafers this way. Judicious scraping and 
scrubbing has now got the biases where they need to be. 


Bottom line: CLEAN THOSE BANDSWITCHES! And don't let them get hot. And 
don't let them get wet. etc. I need to go work on a National.....
